In a method for producing individual folded labels from a ribbon of labels 
comprising the steps of providing a ribbon of labels having at least one folded over 
portion to result in a folded ribbon, and attaching a plurality of devices to the folded 
ribbon of labels, the prior art does not teach or make obvious the concept of subjecting 
the folded ribbon and plurality of devices to sufficient heat and pressure during a 
continuous, uninterrupted linear advance to set the fold, advancing the folded ribbon 
and plurality of devices to a cutting station, and ultrasonically subdividing the folded 
ribbon into separate, individual folded labels having cut edges in the manner claimed by 
the applicant
